IF EBERT IS FAILURE. 


ALLIED AMBASSADORS REACH 
AGREEMENT CONCERNING 
GERMAN SITUATION,

PARIS, March 24.—The council 
of ambassadors has reached a set. 
tlement on Germany. 

It has been decided the LEbert 
government should attempt an im- 
mediate compromise settlement 
with the Spartacists, failing in 
which, slight treaty concessions will 
be granted Ebert for a military of- 
fensive against the Ruhr. Reds. 

If this German offensive proves 
unsatisfactory, then Marshal Foch 
will be granted authority for an Al- 
lied advance into the Ruhr .coa! 
fields. 

The Germans estimated it would 
take 100,000 troops for the Ruhr 
operation. added to the 
number necessary in othrer sections 
of the country, would total more 
than 200,000, the number which the 
treaty allows Germany by April. 

This Allied arrangement was 
reached after a heated discussion 
ever the German note for either 
Allied military intervention or 
treaty concessions.

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DEAD POLATICAD ISSUE. | 

When the Eighteenth Amendment to 
the Federa} Constitution was formally rati- 
fied national prohibition became an estab- 
lished faet and thereby ceased to be a po- 
litical or partisan issue. There is a large 
and cantankerous minority in the country 
opposed to prohibition, who hold that the 
United States government was not empow- 
ered by the Constitution to interfere with 
the sovereign jurisdiction of the individual 
States, who believe that there has been an 
interference with personal rights that the 
framers of the Constitution never intended. 
But the validity of the amendment has been 
sustained by the Supreme Court, and these 
arguments are now as futile as a renewal

Fifteen years ago Los Angeles was & 
city whose growth for two preceding dec- 
ades had been marvelous; but it appeared 
to have about reached the zenith of its 
prosperity by reason of an exceedingly lim- 
ited water supply. Three years previ- 
ously the city bad narrowly escaped a wa- 
ter famine. Meters had been installed; use 


of the water for agricultura) irrigation was : 


forbidden; the available lecal sources for 
additional supply were already developed 


to the limit. 


Los Angeles has today the most abundant 
fresh-water supply of any city in the West. 
It bas reclaimed 100,000 arid acres from 
the desert and possesses a daily flow of 100 
second feet which is held in reserve for 
future development. When the city’s popu- 
lation nas passed the 2,000,000 mark there 
will be water for domestic service and a 
sufficient surplus to care for the 80,000 acres 
now irrigated by the domestic supply. 

Los Angeles is in possession of a partly- 
developed hydroelectric force sufficient to 
light, heat and furnish industria) power for 
a .gity of 2,000,000 population. With this 
power fully developed the city can dispense 
with coal and oi! for fuel; and the supply 
ts inexhaustible. The sun is working every 
day above the high Sierras, carrying from 
the ocean a million tons of evaporated wa- 
ter. Oil pools can be drained, coal veins 
can be mined out; but that supply of hydro- 
electric power is sufficient to light and heat 
Los Angeles as long as snows continue to 
fall on the Sierras and waters to run down
